OMAHA AGENCY, by courrier to Pen 
der, Neb , July 25 —Hardly had the 
congressiounl delegation with an escort 
of nearly one hundred citizens of Pen- 
der, after a ride of twenty five miles 
across Thurston county, entered the 
confines of Captain Beck's reservfltion 
when Deputy Marshal Boebme swooped 
down on William E Feebler and John 
F. Meyers, placing them under arrest as 
conspirators against the government of 
the United States. 


It was the first gun from Captain 
Beck and the delegation of citizens, 
together with the congreesional dele- 
gation, were somewhat nonplussed over 
the turn aflairs had taken. 
Captain 
Beck said he was tired of fooling and 
proposed to execute the law as he 
found them on the statute books and 
wanted it distinctly understood that he 
was responsible for the agency and the 
wards of the government. 
Thfe war- 
rant which Deputy Marshal Boehme 
read to Peebles and Meyers also in- 
cluded the name of John S. Lemmon, 
president of the flouring company, and 
George S. Harris who were not present 
at the conference with the Indians. 


The warrant charged the men with 
conspiracy to oppose the government of 
the United States by force and to effect 
the object of which was conspiracy 
they having armed 200 farmers and 
sent them on the reservation to resist 
properly constituted 
United 
States 
legal authority. 
Peebles, when served 
with the warrant, said that it was en- 
tirely in keeping with the policy of 
Captain Beck ever since he came to 
the agency, and that he would appear 
before Justice Londrosh, of the Winne- 
bago precinct, and waive examination 
to the United States district^ court. 


This excitement being 
somewhat 
abated, the council was erected under 
the shade of a number of trees fronting 
the school house of the Omaha agency. 
The congressional delegation took seats 
and in front and around them were 
gathered at least 200 members of the 
Omaha tribe. 
Senator Allen opened 
the council by slating, through an in- 
terpreter, that when he was here a 
month ago he said he would visit them 
again and talk with them fully with 
reference to their lands, the question 
pf allotment being uppermost. 
He 
then introduced to the Indians with 
"Sonié formality Senator Thurston, Gon- 
gresgmen 
Meiklejohn, 
Strong 
and 
Andrews. 


"We are here," said the senior sena- 
tor from Nebraska, "for the purpose of 
listening to your wants and your griev- 
ances. 
We will then go to the Winne- 
bago reservation where troubles of a far 
different character command our atten- 
tion." 


Capt. Beck, who was exceedingly 
anxious to makè as good a showing for 
his case as possible, suggested that an 
Indian in favor of allottment be re- 
quested to speak first and then an 
Omaha opposed to an allottment be 
heard, which suggestion was adopted 
by the commission. 
A number of In- 
dians spoke on both sides of the propo- 
sition. 
The delegation adjourned late 
in the evening to go to the Winnebago 
agency. 


TULSA, I. T., July 25.—The Shawnee 
war dance has begun eight miles north 
of this place. 
Day and night the air 
will be filled with the yells of this once 
savage tribe. 
Large numbers of the 
members of the various neighboring 
tribes are also present and will take 
part in the dance. 
There are no 
Cherokees present, they having aban- 
doned the dance. 
A large number of 
officers are on the grounds to preserve 
order, but regardless of that fact more 
or less devilment is done, two being 
killed last year. 
They will dance 
around fires nightly the scalp dance, 
which represents a scalping, together 
with the burning of the body. 


BOI3E, Idaho, July 25.—Governor Mc- 
Connell, who has just returned to this 
city, received an appeal from the Teton 
Basin, on the Idaho border, near Jack- 
son's hole, asking for protection against 
the Indians. 
There are twenty unpro- 
tected families there. 
The governor 
last night wired the president 
asking 
that troops be sent into that locality. 


DKNTER, Col., July 25—In order that 
the regular troops may become familiar 
with the country in which they are 
doing duty, General Wheaton, of the 
department of the Colorado, has or- 
dered them out on practice marches. 
The foot soldiers are to march not less 
than 200 miles and the cavalry are to 
make a journey of 300 miles.

WASHINGTON, July 25 —Bad news has 
been received at the state department 
from the colony of American negroes 
who went into Mexico some time ago 
and settled on a tract of land near 
Tlahualilo. 
A telegram was received 
at the department this morning from 
United States Consul Sparks, at Piedras 
Negras, stating that the negroes are in 
a deplorable condition. 
These emi- 
grants were taken mostly from Ala- 
bama and the Carolinas, under most 
alluring promises from the emigration 
agents of comfortable homes in Mexico, 
but from all accounts they have been 
ill treated and sufiered great hardships 
from the time of their arrival in that 
country. 
Consul Sparks says the ne- 
groes are scattered for miles along the 
railroad without friends, funds or food, 
living on mosquito bean^ and branch 
water. 


The consul reports that he has re- 
ceived a telegram from Dr. L. H. Barry, 
of Torrean, Mexico, dated July 23, to 
the effect that 153 of the negroes from 
the colony were there in a destitute 
condition, with fifteen cases of con- 
tagious disease amocg 
them. 
The 
Mexican police had prevented them 
from entering the town. 


The department has tried in every 
way to afford relief in this case, but it 
is well nigh powerless, and it is prob- 
able that if tlie unfortunate negroes are 
to be saypii frpp^^staryation, private aid 
must be extended to them immedi- 
ately. 
The consul at Piedras Negras 
has been instructed to render any as- 
sistance which he can properly extend 
and to report any serious develop- 
ments.

Her 
apparent familiarity with the case was 
considered strange, but nothing regard- 
ing Bolmes record could be learned 
from her. 


The police after an extended inter- 
view with Mrs. Doyle, became con- 
vinced that she will be an important 
witness. 
She disclaimed any particu- 
lar knowledge of the case, but in an 
unguarded moment remarked that the 
pictures of the Pitzel children pub- 
lished in the Chicago papers were good 
ones 
When her attention was called 
to this statement Mrs. Doyle hesitat- 
ingly acknowledged that she had met 
Pitzsl and knew the family slightly. 
All efibrts to get her to talk freely were 
unavailing. 


That the police regard Mrs. Doyle as 
an exceedingly important witness was 
evidenced by the care with which they 
guarded her while she submitted to a 
newspaper interview. 
It is evident 
that through her the police have learn- 
ed of another of Holmes' alleged vic- 
tims who had not heretofore been 
heard of. In talking to a reporter Mrs. 
Doyle said that one of the prettiest of 
the women who ever came 
under 
Holmes' influence is missing. 


"Her name was Miss Cygrand, 
and 
she was originally from Indiana," said 
Mrs. Doyle, and she was on the point 
of giving further information when the 
police curtly ordered her to cease talk- 
ing and ended the interview. 


Wm. L. Doyle, the woman's husband, 
who is a mason and contractor, was 
found at his home not far from the 
Holmes building, in Sixty-third street. 
Doyle said that in the latter part of 
1891 he rented the flat in the Holmes 
block that had been occupied by the 
missing Mrs. Conner and her daughter. 
He said that he and his wife thus be- 
came acquainted with 
Holmes and 
Minnie Williams.

Mrs. Conner's 
disappearance

from 1891 instead of 1893, as has been 
reported.

Horseless Tehicles. 
C. W. Chancellor, United States con- 
Lul at Havre, has made a report to the 
secretary of state on the subject of 
horseless carriages, in which he tells of 
the recent competition in -France be 
tween carriages of various kinds of 
motors other than horses. 
The course 
prescribed was from Paris to Bordeaux, 
a distance of 358 miles, and back, any 
vehicle which consumed more than lOO 
hours on the road to be disqualified. 
Prizes were offered, the principal one 
amounting to 40,000 francs for four 
seated carriages. 


The best time was made by a four- 
seated and a iwo-seated vehicle, both 
propelled by gasoline. 
They covered 
the distance in twenty-four hours and 
fifty-three minutes, making about fif- 
teen miles per hour. 
This record, Mr. 
Ohimcellor says, is considered very 
creditaliie, in view of tte' necessity of 
climbing long hills. 
These hills appear 
to have proved too much for the elec 
tricity-propelled carriages, only one of 
which 
got through 
The 
electric 
carriages lost time by being compelled 
to stop frequently to renew their dy- 
niamic charges, as did the steam propel- 
lers, by stopping for fuel and water, 
while the petroleum machines carried 
sufficient fuel for a twenty-four hour 
run. 


Mr. Chancellor eays the ordinary 
feeder used for short distances in the 
pretroleum carriages contains less than 
four quarts of oil, and this is sufficient 
for a journey of twenty miles. 
He also 
mentions a petroleum cycle which en- 
tered this race and held its own with 
the larger vehicles, and says that the 
time will soon arrive when gasoline 
will come into general use for propel- 
ling bicycles, tricycles and even four- 
wheelers, which will, he thinks, relieve 
lady cyclists from the necessity of 
wearing short skirts, "like those of the 
wild Albanian, kilted to the knee." 
Altogether, he concludes that petrol- 
eum is destined to become the popular 
agent of traffic and conveyance without 
horses on the streets of great cities and 
on some of the country roads.

sentative of his tribe. 
With his death 
the noble race of the Shennecock ends. 
There are a number of supposed red 
men living on the reservation, but they 
are for the most part half breeds, and 
cannot lay claim to being real wild 
men. 
The chief wa(t about eighty-five 
years old. 
Until a few years ago he 
was tall and straight, but disease laid 
low his stalwart frame. 
Bunn lost his 
vigor and of late has been content to 
counsel the young men of the tribe. 
With the death of the ancient warrior, 
the question who will succeed him and 
be chief will bother the Indians. While 
the tribe are amenable to the white's 
laws, the Indians always try to settle 
their own differences by appealing to 
the chiefs. 
Some wise brave will have 
to take the old man's place.

John Alles, v^hile on his Vfaj 
home the other night with a party of 
friends, suddenly became frantic. 
He

mouth and tried to batter ont his brains 
on the curbstone. 


When 10 years old, Alles was bitten 
by a dog. 
The dog was shot, but the 
wound was not cauterized, being cm'ed 
on a homemade plan. 
Ever since Alios 
has been subject to an annnal attack of 
hydrophobia in the early days of July. 
Throe friends were with Alles. 
They 
held him down for a moment, but he 
threw them off with ease. 
Passersby 
assisted, and Alles was finally overpow- 
ered through the united efforts of eight 
men. A patrol wagon removed him to 
the Mercy hospital. 


Doctors have applied all known reme- 
dies for hydrophobia, but the at^tacks 
have occnrred every year, each time 
lasting four days. Mr. Alles is now 2o 
years old. The only explanation the doc- 
tors can offer is that the boy's mind 
was so strongly impressed when he was 
bitten that the sight of a dog on that 
date throws him into spasms. 
Just be- 
fore he has had the attacks Alles invaria- 
bly has seen a dog. 
One crossed the 
street in front of him but five minutes 
before the attack.—Philadelphia Press. 


3Iore Freakish Than Jersey Ughtning.

The "Sensliin Sakuin" of Tokyo—Founded 


by Americans — Christians, 
Buddhists, 


Shintoists and Confacianists 
Working 


Together In Unity. 


There is in Tokyo, the capital of the 
Japane.so empire, an iustitiition unique 
and remarkable. 
It is the "Senshun 
Sakuin, ' ' or School For Advanced Learn- 
ing. It is p.irt of the work of the Amer- 
ican Unitarian association in Japan, aud 
its chief support and inspiration come, 
it is hardly necessary to say, from Bos- 
ton. This school was established four 
years ago. 


At the head of the Senshin Sakuin 
stands Mr. Clay MacCauley, president 
and founder, whoso published essay on 
' ' The Religious Problem In Japan ; How 
Solve It?" has been widely read and 
quoted. His school has so far had more 
than 40 students, who have devoted 
themselves to scientific and philosophic- 
al study of religion, ethics and social 
science. The method is perfectly free 
inquiry, no prejudice being manifested 
toward any existing religion. It is the 
only school of the kind in Japan, and 
there are few like it in the world. 
The 
faculty is composed of seven members, 
and the examinations are rigid. 
There 
are no textbooks, all teaching being 
through lectures and essays. There are 
Christians, Buddliists, Shintoists and 
Confucianists by education and associa- 
tion in the faculty, but all have the 
same object in view—search for the 
truth wherever it may be foimd. Mr. 
MacCauley is a Christian, but he inter- 
prets Christianity as large enough to in- 
clude the abject. 


The building in which the school is 
maintained is called Yuiitsu]avan( Unity 
hall). Ite value, with the grounds, is 
22,000 yen. It was built out of the sub- 
scriptions of the American Unitarian 
association. 
The Japan mission of the 
American Unitarian association has a 
publication department and church ex- 
tension department, besides Mr. Mac- 
Cauley's Free Thought schooL 
Under 
these auspices pamphlets and books are 
printed aud sent out, designed to fur- 
ther the study of religious ethics and 
social science, and a monthly magazine 
called Shukyo (Religion) is published, 
which is an open arena for thinkers, 
dealing with themes concerning the 
higher life of the Japanese people. This 
magazine has been in existence about 
four years, and it is a decided formative 
force in the literature of Japan. Its list 
of contributors contains some of the 
ablest and most advanced thinkers in 
Japan, native and foreign. 


What is known as the church exten- 
sion department exists for the encour- 
agement and mild support of liberal re- 
ligious movements originating and de- 
veloping among the Japanesa 
It does 
not build churches, impose creeds or 
pay salaries to preachers. It does not 
import church organizations from the 
United States or reproduce foreign cults. 
It waits for and helps along native ef- 
fort which is honestly directed toward 
gaining the highest truth and securing 
the best life in religion and in morals. 
The Japan Unitarian mission is in con- 
stant correspondence with associations 
and individuals throughout the empire 
who are known to be affected by the 
leading religions and ethical influences 
of the age. In this direction the Uni- 
tarian mission has a very important rea- 
son for being. Its influence for good in 
this direction is indeed great. It is the 
only organization of the kind in Japan 
and is worthy of the generous support 
of all who recognize truth and sound 
morals as the basis of true religion. 


In a talk with Dr. MacCauley that 
gentleman said to me: "The Japan 
Unitarian mission exists to supply to 
Japan in its new era the religious, moral 
and social forces which the Japanese 
people are now so eagerly appropriating 
from Europe and* .Nerica.

Jtesalt In Socialism. 


The prophecie.s of those saying that 
the vast trusts of the present day are 
the first ceutralizations of the socialism 
of tho future seem to have some con- 
firmation in recent events in Brooklyn. 


The Sugar trnst, which practically 
controls the whole product and importa- 
tion of the country, uses annually many 
thousand 
barrels of lubricating oil, 
which is bought from the Oil trust. Ev- 
erybody knows that 
this trust sells 
nearly all the oil used in this country. 
The two trusts quarreled about prices, 
whereupon the Sugar trnst built its own 
refinery and began to produce its own 
oiL 
Then strange things happened. 
Sand got into its oil, rubber got melted 
and mixed with it, and the oil general- 
ly was worthless. Now, the Sugar trust 
knows very well that these things have 
always happened to people who disre- 
garded the Oil trust—sometimes rival 
refineries have burned down in the 
night. 
Such tactics might deter a pri- 
vate citizen with limited capital, but 
they will hardly avail against a rival 
trust with millions and millions of cap- 
ital. 


No; this looks like a fight to a finish. 
The Oil trust may retaliate by going 
into the sugar business, and the Sugar 
people may extend their operations in 
oil. The fight will at last become so 
bitter that Mr. Havemeyer and Mr. 
Rockefeller will get together and follow 
the usual course—amalgamate their in- 
terests and build the giant Oil and Sug- 
ar trust. 


Then other wars will break out, other 
trusts will combine, and ultimately 
some half dozen gentlemen will dictate 
prices for everything. 
The people will 
step in about then and take charge them- 
selves, and that will be the first stage 
of socialism. 


It is an interesting prophecy. Tho 
fight between Oil and Sugar is well 
worth watching and studying, for it 
means either this or the disintegration 
of trusts.—New York World.

3eck and the delegation of citizens, 
tog«ther with the congressional dele- 
jation, were somewhat nonplussed over 
the turn affairs had taken. Captain 
Jeck said he was tired of fooling and 
iropoaed to execute the law as he 
ound them on the statute booka and 
wanted it distinctly understood that he 
was responsible for the agency and the 
wards of the government. The war- 
'ant which Deputy Marshal Boehme 
•ead to Peebles and Meyers ako in 
iluded the name of John 8 Lemmon, 
>resident of the flouring company, and 
George S. Harris who were not present 
.t the conference with the Indians. 


The warrant charged the men with 
onspiracy to oppose the government of 
he United States by force and to effect 
he object of which was conspiracy, 
hey having armed 200 farmers and 
ent them on the reservation to lesist 
roperly constituted

egal authority. Peebles, when served 
ith the warrant, said that it was en 
irely in keeping with the policy of 
laptain Beck ever since he came to 
he agency, and that he would appear

11 treated and suffered great hardships 
rom the timo of their arrival in that 
ountry. Consul Sparks says the no- 
;roes are scattered for miles along the 
ailroad without friends, funds or food, 
iving on mosquito beans, and branch 
water. 


The consul reports that he has re- 
eived a telegram from Dr. L. H. Barry, 
f Torrean, Mexico, dated July 23, to 
he effect that 153 of the negroes from 
be colony were there in a destitute 
ondition, with fifteen caaes of con- 
agious disease among 
them.

lexican police had prevented them 
rom entering the town. 


The department has tried in every 


ray to afford relief in this case, but it 
s well nigh powerless, and it is prob- 
ble that if the unfortunate negroes are 
o be sftyed frprn^taryation, private aid 
lust be extended to them immedi- 
tely.

HIS ANNUAL HYDROPHOBIA, 


C. W. Chancellor, United States con- 


tul at Havre, has made a report to the 
secretary of stats on the subject o! 
horseless carriages, in which he tells of 
the recent competition in ;France be 
tween carr-ages of various ' kinds of 
motors other than horses. The course 
prescribed was from Paris to Bordeaux, 
a distance of 358 miles, and back, any 
vehicle which consumed more than 100 
hours on the road to be disqualified. 
Prizes were offered, the principal one 
amounting to 40,000 francs for four 
seated carriages. 


The best time was made by a four- 


seated and a two-seated vehicle, both 
propelled by gasoline. They covered 
the distance in twenty-four hours and 
fifiy-threu minutes, making about fif- 
teen miles per hour. This record, Mr. 
Chancellor says, is considered very 
creditable, in view of the'necessity of 
climbing long hille. These hills appear 
to have proved too much for the elec 
tricity-propelled carriages, only one of

carriages lost time by being compelled 
to stop frequently to renew their dy- 
namic charges, as did the steam propel- 
lers, by stopping for fuel and water, 
while the petroleum machines carried 
sufficient fuel for a twenty-four hour 


in. 
Mr, Chancellor eays the ordinary 


feeder need for short distances in the 
pretroleum carriages contains less than 
four quarts o! oil, and this ie sufficient 
for a journey of twenty miles. He also 
mentions a petroleum cycle which en- 
tered thia r&ce. and held it$ own with 
the larger vehicles, and says that the 
time will soon arrive when gasoline 
will come into general use for propel- 
ling bicycles, tricycles and even four- 
wheelers, which will, he thinks, relieve 
lady cyclists from the necessity of 
wearing short skirts, "like those of the 
wild Albanian, kilted to the knee." 
Altogether, he concludes that petrol- 
eum is destined to become the popular 
agent of traffic and conveyance without 
hen-see on the streets of great cities and 
on some of the country roads.

John Alles, while oil his way 
homo the other night with n party of 
friends, suddenly became frantic. He 
began to balk liko a dog, frothed ftt the 
month iiud tried to batter out his brains 
on the curbstone. 


When 10 years old, Alles was bitten 


by a dog. Tho dog was shot, but the 
wound was not cauterized, being cured 
on a homemndo plan. Ever since Allos 
has been subject to an anmial attack of 
hydrophobia iu the early days of July. 
Three friends were with Allos. They 
held him down for a moment, but he 
threw them off with ease. Pnssersby 
assisted, and 'Allcs was filially overpow- 
ered through the united efforts of eight 
men. 
A patrol wagon removed him to 


tho Mercy hospital. 


.Doctors have applied all known reme- 


dies for hydrophobia, but the attacks 
have occurred every year, each timo 
lasting four days. Mr. Alles is now 'ZG 
years old. The only explanation tiio doc- 
tors can offer is that the boy's mind 
was so strongly impressed when ho was 
bitten that the sight of a dog on that 
date throws him into spasms. Just be- 
f oro ho has bad the attacks Alles invaria- 
bly has seon a dog. 
One crossed the 


street in front of him but live minutes 
before the attack.—Philadelphia Press. 


INDIAN CHIEF DEAD. 


Wnsllie Oldest Representative of Hf» 


Tribe. 


SouTHAsirTO!i, L I., July 25—James 


Bunn, chief of the Shinnecock Indians, 
is dead. He died on the reservation 
among the Shinnecock hills, with his 
face toward the rising sun. He was 
probably the only full blooded repre- 
sentative of hie tribe. With his death 
the noble race of the Shennecock ends. 
There are a number of supposed red 
men living on the reservation, but they 
are for the most part half breeds, and 
cannot lay claim to being real wild 
men.

While 
the tribe are amenable to the white's 
laws, the Indians always try to settle 
their own differences by appealing to 
the chiefs.

by Americans — Christians, Buddhists, 
Shlntolsts and CoufuclanUtu Working 
Together In Unity. 


There is in Tokyo, tho capital of the 


Japanese empire, un institution unique 
and remarkable. It is tho "Senshnn 
Sakniu," or School For Advanced Jjearu- 
ug. It is part of tho work of tho Amer- 
can Unitarian association in Japan, and 
ts chief support stud inspiration come, 
t is hardly necessary to say, from Bos- 
;on. 
This school was established four 


years ago. 


At the head of the Senshin Saknin 


stands Mr. Clay MacCauley, president 
and founder, whoso published essay on 


The Religious Problem In Japan; How 


Solve It?'' has been widely road and 
quoted. His school has so far had more 
,han 40 students, who have devoted 
hemselves to scientific and philosophic- 
al study of religion, ethics and social 
science. The method is perfectly free 


vy, no prejudice being manifested 


;oward any existing religion. It is the 
only school of the kind in Japan, and 
here are few like it in the world. The 
'acuity is composed of soveu members, 
and the examinations are rigid. There 
are no textbooks, all teaching being 
;hrough lectures and essays. There are 
Ohristians, Buddhists, Shintoists and 
Confucianists by education and associa- 
tion in the faculty, but all have the 
Borne object in view—search for tho 
;rnth wherever it may bo found. Mr. 
MnoCauley is a Christian, but he inter- 
prets Christianity as large enough to in- 
clude the abject. 


The building in which the school is 


maintained is called Yuiitsukwan(Unity 
liall). Its value, with tho grounds, is 
22,000 yen. It was built ont of the sub- 
scriptions of the American Unitarian 
association. 
The Japan mission of the 


American Unitarian association has a 
publication department and church ex- 
tension department, besides Mr. Mac- 
Cauley's Free Thought school. Under 
these auspices pamphlets and books are 
printed and sent ont, designed to fur- 
ther the study of religions ethics and 
social science, and a monthly magazine 
called Shutyo (Religion) is published, 
which is an open arena for thinkers, 
dealing with themes concerning the 
higher life of the Japanese peopla This 
magazine has been in existence about 
four years, and it is a decided formative 
force in the literature of Japan. Its list 
of contributors contains some of the 
ablest and most advanced thinkers in 
Japan, native and foreign. 


What is known as the church exten- 


sion department exists for the encour- 
agement and mild snpport of liberal re 
ligions movements originating and de- 
veloping among the Japanese. It does 
not build churches, impose creeds or 
pay salaries to preachers. It does not 
import church organizations from the 
United States or reproduce foreign cults. 
It waits for and helps along native ef- 
fort which is honestly directed toward 
gaining the highest truth and securing 
the best life iu religion and in morals. 
The Japan Unitarian mission is in con- 
stant correspondence with associations 
and individuals throughout the empire 
.who are known to be affected by the 
leading religious and ethical influences 
of tho'ago. 'In this direction the Uni- 
tarian mission has a very important rea- 
son for being. Its influence for good in 
this direction is indeed great. It is the 
only organization of the kind ia Japan 
and is worthy of the generous supporl 
of all who recognize truth and sounc 
morals as the basis'of true religion. 


• In a talk with Dr. MacCanley thai 
gentleman said to me: "The Japan 
Unitarian mission exists to supply to 
Japan in its new era the religious, rnora' 
and social forces which the Japanese 
people are now so eagerly appropriating 
from Europe an* America. The Jap 
anese, in their eagerness to become a 
power, have been appropriating rail 
ways, telegraphs, machinery, physica 
science, utilitarian appliances of al 
sorts. Meanwhile scieuce'hasbeen de 
stroying their traditional religion and 
ethics.

ly trivial ;md mercenary. It indicates 
a want of feeling that argues againat 
his sanity—yet he appears perfectly 
sane. His wife and her parents, who 
seem not to have been aware of his evil 
doings, credit him with uniform kind- 
ness to them while carrying on these 
heartless butcheries. 
We must class 


him as a monstrosity or loae all faith in 
humanity.

such a creature as Stevenson pictured 
in his story of Dr. Jekyll and Henry 
Hyde.

quiet since 1878, when General Milen 
was obliged to discipline them. They 
were given a reservation in Wyoming, 
where there waa still game to hunt, 
and they have KeneraUy kspt to thetn- 
oelvea. But game continues to grow 
scarce, and white settlers; hunters and 
dattle rangers continue to encroach

the Indians have been off their reser- 
vation or whether the whites have 
been on it, it is evident that the pres- 
ent collision is one of those that ouphi 
not to occur, hut that nevertheless do 
and will occur, and always with the 
same results. 


The sympathy of humane people is 


with the Indians, but sympathy will 
not save them. We may protest that 
in the territory still left 'for him he 
ought to be allowed to live iu peace; 
but it is not 
possible. 
Scattered 


through the country, as individuals or 
in small communities, there is room for 
all the Indians remaining in the west, 
but no considerations of abstract right 
will long retain, for separate and inde- 
pendent tribes, the ownership of tracts 
o( country desired by the stronger 
race that is Eteadily advancing against 
them. 


This is the hard fact that makes 


futile all speculations as to the cause of 
the preaent trouble or where the blame 
f-hould rest. 
We may assume that the 


Indians were not the aggressors, and 
still the fact remains tb*t they are 
threatening the lives and [[property ol 
the citizens of Wyoming and for that 
there ia but the one old remedy, the 
carbines of the cavalry.

The plan, lie 
says, was ajjrcod upon at a conference 
of -western senators last month. Tho 
senators and other westein Republican 
leaders who paitieipated in the compact 
lepresent ten western silver states aud 
profess to bo able to control the delega- 
tions to the next national Republican 
couvention from those states. 


These states are Montana, Idaho, Wy- 


oming, Washington, Oregon, Colorado, 
Nevada, Utali California and South 
Dakota. Those ten states are claimed 
solidly for the agieement, and North 
Dakota and Nebraska may yet join in 
the movement. It is the purpose of the 
western silver Republicans to meet and 
choose delegates to the national Repub- 
lican convention in the regular form, 
and when the couvcntiou meets to pre- 
sent the name of Senator Cameron of 
Pennsylvania for president. 


If Cameron is not acceptable to the Re- 


publicans, tho convention will be asked 
to agree upon some other representative 
free silver Republican. If it refuses to 
act upon tlft suggestion, the delegates 
from these tou western states say they 
will march out of tho convention in a 
body, carrying with them as many free 
silver delegates torn other Republican 
states as they cau command. They will 
wait upon the Democratic national con- 
vention, not as delegates, but as a com- 
mission knocking at the doors and ask- 
ing for the nomination of a representa- 
tive free silver Democrat—Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama preferred. 


If the 'Democratic convention fails to 


act upon the demand, the silver' men 
will abandon both old parties. It is uot 
the intention of the managers of this 
independent political movement to nom- 
inate a standard bearer for 1890 on an 
independent silver platform, but their 
efforts will bo directed toward choosing 
electors pledged to theelection of a free 
silver president, regardless of personal 
preference. 


The silver men say they will seek to 


hold the balance of power in tho next 
electoral college and compel ono of the 
old parties to bring forward a free silver 
man in order to secure the election.
